THE  ROYAL  MINT. 

By  H.  G.  Stride,  O.B.E. 

Chapter  XXXV:  The  Mint  during  the  Second  World  War. 

A  rapid  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  coin,  occasioned  no  doubt  by  the  trade 
depression,  had  commenced  in  1922  and  for  some  years  the  increased  resources 
of  the  mint  appeared  to  be  in  some  degree  superfluous.  From  an  output  of  nearly 
300  million  coins  in  1921,  including  287J  million  British  pieces,  demands  had 
progressively  declined,  with  occasional  slight  and  temporary  recoveries,  to  less  than 
139  million  coins  in  1934,  of  which  some  50  million  pieces  only  were  British— the 
lowest  output  of  British  coins  since  1904,  and  a  total  output  equal  to  little  more 
than  the  average  of  the  ten  years  before  1914.  By  1936,  however,  a  remarkable 
improvement  in  trade  activity  occurred  and  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  mint 
was  required  to  produce  over  300  million  coins  in  a  year.  The  pressure  was  even 
greater  in  the  following  year  when  an  output  of  over  400  million  coins  was  required 
which  could  only  be  met  by  a  system  of  double-shift  working.  Within  another 
two  years  the  second  World  War  was  in  progress  and,  but  for  the  extensions  in 
buildings  and  machinery  made  in  the  years  from  1920  to  1925,  the  mint  would  have 
been  incapable  of  meeting  the  unprecedented  demands  imposed  upon  it  by  the 
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abnormal  conditions  of  war.  During  the  six  years  from  1940  to  1945  over  2,800 
million  coins  were  produced,  the  highest  output  in  one  year  being  682,067,510  pieces. 
For  Home  purposes  £42,270,322  was  added  to  the  silver  currency  and  £6,211,945 
to  the  bronze  and  nickel-brass  threepenny  coins  in  circulation. 

The  mint,  owing  to  its  situation,  was  exposed  to  the  fury  of  the  night  bombing 
ot  London  and  in  the  autumn  oi  1940  it  became  necessary  to  suspend  night  work 
lor  a  time.  While  all  threats  ol  damage  by  fire  were  successfully  countered  by  the 
mint  A.R.P.  squads,  certain  damage  was  inflicted  by  high  explosive  bombs,  and 
water,  lighting  and  power  services  were  interrupted  by  outside  damage.  Following 
enemy  action  on  8th  and  9th  September,  1940,  the  gas  mains  in  Stepney  were 
seriously  damaged  and  it  was  obvious  that  some  considerable  time  would  elapse 
belore  sufficient  gas  would  be  available  for  operating  the  melting  and  annealing 
furnaces.  Steps  were  therefore  taken  immediately  to  convert  six  melting  furnaces 
and  three  strip  annealing  furnaces  for  use  with  oil  fuel.  Further,  through  the 
courtesy  ot  Messrs.  N.  M.  Rothschild  and  Sons,  a  room  containing  six  300  lb.  oil- 
fired  crucible  furnaces  at  their  refinery,  which  adjoins  the  Royal  Mint,  was  adapted 
for  silver  melting  by  the  addition  of  plant  from  the  mint.  Melting  of  silver  was 
commenced  there  on  24th  September  1940  and,  owing  to  the  partial  destruction 
by  enemy  action  of  the  mint  melting  houses  on  the  night  of  the  8th  December  1940, 
was  continued  until  12th  January,  1941. 

In  the  autumn  of  1940  it  was  decided,  in  case  of  serious  damage  to  the  Royal 
Mint,  to  move  approximately  one  quarter  of  the  plant,  machinery  and  coining  per¬ 
sonnel  to  Pinewood  Film  Studios,  Iver  Heath,  Buckinghamshire,  to  form  an  auxiliary 
mint.  Requisitioning  of  premises,  their  adaptation  and  equipment,  including  the 
transfer  of  some  250  tons  oi  machinery,  occupied  six  months,  and  coining  operations 
commenced  on  the  9th  June  1941  and  continued  until  30th  September  1945, 
during  which  this  auxiliary  mint  consistently  produced  the  100  million  coins  a  year 
for  which  it  was  designed. 

A  further  innovation  imposed  by  war  conditions  was  the  employment  of  women 
and  girls  for  certain  of  the  coinage  operations.  In  1941  63  women  were  so  employed 
but  by  1943  this  number  had  increased  to  278,  and  all  undertook  freely  the  12-hour 
day  and  night  shifts  which  were  in  operation  at  the  Royal  Mint  throughout  the 
greater  part  of  the  War. 

In  addition  to  the  very  large  coinage  of  British  money  the  mint  struck  substantial 
quantities  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  coin  including  special  coinages  for  Iceland,  the 
Faroe  Islands,  Norway  and  French  West  Africa.  Quantities  of  Maria  Theresa 
thalers  were  also  supplied  in  connection  with  the  liberation  of  Abyssinia. 

Iceland,  being  united  to  Denmark  by  a  personal  bond  of  union  under  the  monarch, 
had  been  accustomed  to  have  its  currency  struck  at  the  Copenhagen  Mint,  where  the 
dies  fell  into  the  possession  of  the  invaders.  When  further  issues  of  token  coin 
were  needed,  the  Government  of  Iceland  placed  the  order  with  the  Royal  Mint. 
With  examples  of  the  existing  coins  as  models,  new  obverse  and  reverse  "dies  wTere 
cut  for  each  denomination.  The  first  coinage  was  struck  during  the  autumn  of 
1940  and  commenced  at  daybreak  after  a  night  during  which  the  windows  and  roofs 
of  the  mint  had  been  wrecked  by  enemy  action;  as  the  result  a  glacial  wind  whirled 
round  the  coining  presses  to  inaugurate  this  coinage  of  Iceland.  Further  coinages 
were  struck  in  1941,  1942  and  1943  but  for  the  25  and  10  aurar  denominations 
struck  in  the  two  latter  years  zinc  was  used  instead  of  cupro-nickel  owing  to  the 
necessity  for  reducing  as  far  as  possible  the  use  of  nickel  for  purposes  other  than 
those  of  munitions.  Zinc,  which  is  extremely  ill-suited  for  use  as  currency,  had 
never  before  been  coined  by  the  Royal  Mint  and  the  softness  and  peculiarities 
of  the  metal  required  substantial  changes  in  normal  procedure.  Fillets  were 
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rolled  direct  from  heated  ingots  without  previous  melting  and  required  no  annealing; 
blanks  were  concave  or  cup  shaped  when  they  came  from  the  cutting  machines 
and  had  to  be  flattened  as  were  the  blanks  produced  in  the  Tower  two  centuries 
before;  the  coins  were  struck  with  the  lowest  pressure  of  which  the  presses  were 
capable. 

Coins  for  the  Faroe  Islands  were  struck  in  1941  and  1942.  Before  the  war  these 
islands  were  supplied  with  Danish  coin  and  by  the  Autumn  of  1940  were  suffering 
from  an  increasing  insufficiency  of  metallic  currency.  From  samples  of  the  coin, 
master  dies  were  cut  by  hand  and,  except  for  the  omission  of  the  mint  mark  of 
Copenhagen,  a  heart,  and  of  the  initials  of  the  Master  and  the  Engraver  of  that  mint, 
the  coins  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  followed  the  1938  issue  of  the  Copenhagen  Mint. 

At  the  request  of  the  Norwegian  Government  preparations  were  begun  in 
1942  to  strike  a  quantity  of  Norwegian  coin  in  readiness  for  future  needs.  Some 
9,400,000  pieces  were  struck  in  1942  and  1943. 

For  French  West  Africa  25  million  one  franc  pieces  and  12  million  fifty  centime 
pieces  were  struck  during  the  years  1944  and  1945.  The  designs  were  similar  to 
those  of  the  1931  issue  of  metropolitan  France  save  that  the  name  of  the  engraver 
was  omitted  on  the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse  the  inscription  afrique  occidentale 
francaise  was  substituted  for  the  inscription  liberte  egalite  fraternite  and  the 
small  symbols  on  either  side  of  the  date  were  omitted.  The  coins  wrere  dated  1944. 

As  was  the  case  during  the  1914-1918  War  the  Royal  Mint  also  undertook  a  large 
amount  and  variety  of  munition  work  requiring  a  high  degree  of  skill  and  precision. 

During  1938,  after  the  introduction  of  .55  Small  Arms  Ammunition,  the  mint 
was  asked  to  design  a  suitable  automatic  weighing  and  gauging  machine  as  it  was 
considered  unsafe  to  feed  these  large  cartridges  by  gravity  according  to  the  type  of 
machine  then  in  use  for  .303  S.A.  ammunition.  By  July,  1939,  an  experimental 
machine  had  been  designed,  built  and  approved,  and  orders  were  received  for 
7.92  mm.,  .55  inch  and  15  mm.  machines  of  this  type.  Altogether  167  of  these 
machines  were  manufactured,  including  nineteen  which  were  packed  and  delivered 
to  other  parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  A  special  type  of  machine  was  also  designed 
for  9  mm.  cartridges  and  the  total  order  for  eighty- two  of  these  machines  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1943.  As  machines  became  worn  after  continuous  day  and  night  use  in  the 
Ordnance  Factories,  or  damaged  through  transfer  from  factory  to  factory,  they  were 
returned  to  the  mint  for  overhaul  and  replacement  of  worn  parts.  Weighing, 
body  and  length-gauging  units  to  the  number  of  1635  were  also  manufactured  for 
gravity  type  bullet  weighing  and  gauging  machines.  With  the  exception  ol  forty 
9  mm.  electrically  operated  gauging  machines,  all  the  weighing  and  gauging  machines 
used  in  the  Ordnance  Factories  for  ammunition  up  to  20  mm.  size  were  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  Royal  Mint.  In  addition,  the  War  activities  of  the  Department  included 
the  manufacture  of  a  large  variety  of  gauges,  including  some  for  40  mm.  shells, 
and  some  66  per  cent  of  the  total  requirements  of  bullet  and  socket  gauges  for  the 
inspection  of  small  arms  ammunition,  specially  designed  hopper  feeds  to  enable 
female  labour  to  be  economised,  metallurgical  balance  stands,  cartridge  positioning 
machines  for  automatically  fixing  15  mm.  cartridges  into  metal  belts  ready  for  firing 
in  automatic  guns,  Sten  Gun  magazine  filling  machines,  taper  roller  grading 
machines,  the  supply  of  which  had  previously  been  from  the  U.S.A.,  taper  roller  end 
lapping  machines,  precision  small -hole  internal  grinding  machines,  gear  blanks  for 
aircraft  instruments,  frames  for  radio  instruments,  an  urgent  order  for  370,000 
screwed  caps  lor  petrol  containers,  foot  operated  and  automatically  electrically 
heated  toggle  presses  for  sealing  packages  for  shipment,  cupro-nickel  strip  for  bullet 
envelopes,  kite  balloon  thimbles  and  diaphragm  discs  for  use  in  fuel  pressure  gauges 
for  aircraft.

HINKS  Grant  (J.  Hinks  1852,  1858);  BDM  VI 1/452,  VI 1 1/367.  (See  below). 

After  examination  and  sifting  of  a  number  of  confusing  indications,  there  appears  to 
emerge  a  single  business  having  continuity  and  products  as  shown  below: — 

(1)  Smith  &  Hinks.  In  this  style,  the  firm  was  listed  by  1845  and  may  have  gone  on 
as  far  as  1849.  It  described  itself  within  this  period  as  “  late  T.  Halliday  ”  ;  the 
exact  date  of  take-over  is  not  clear,  and  his  address  although  in  the  same  street  was 
not  identical.  Their  address  was: — 

69,  Newhall  Street 

and  their  activities  were  given  as: — 

Diesinkers,  medallists,  stampers,  piercers,  manufacturers  of  metallic  reelcaps,  livery 
buttons,  whist  markers  and  counters,  etc. 

Smith’s  forename,  and  hence  his  previous  and  subsequent  history,  have  proved 
elusive. 

(2)  Janies  Hinks  (A).  The  business  at  69,  Newhall  Street  was  run  in  the  single  name 
James  Hinks,  diesinker,  from  (1846. .)  1850  to  1854/5;  he  must  have  been  the  partner 
in  Smith  &  Hinks  (supra). 

(3)  James  Hinks  (B).  A  little  later,  a  James  Hinks,  lamp  manufacturer,  appeared; 
this  name  lasting  from  (1857..)  1860  to  1869  (..71);  at: — 

92,  Great  Hampton  Street 

(4)  James  Hinks  &  Son.  By  1872  the  occupants  of  the  above  Great  Hampton  Street 
premises  were  styled  James  Hinks  &  Son,  lamp  manufacturers  and  diesinkers  ; 
the  address  being  numbered: — 91-93.  By  1876  the  secondary  description  of  “  dis- 
sinkers  ”  had  been  dropped;  the  number  being  expanded  further  to: — 91-96. 

As  very  few  Hinks  products  have  come  to  notice  they  are  listed  below  including  the  medals 
to  assist  the  demonstration: —

HIRON,  Samuel  Grant  (Addenda  II);  BDM  11/504 

A  die-engraver  etc.  (see  below)  having  his  seat  of  business  in  Birmingham,  where  he 
operated  from  1846/7  to  1850/1  at  sole  address  there: — 

52,  St.  Paul’s  Square 

and  had  branches  in  London  (10,  St.  Martin’s  Court,  Leicester  Square)  and  Dudley  (apparently 
at  Newhall  Street).  The  London  branch  is  revealed  on  his  tickets;  the  Dudley  branch  is 
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known  from  Hiron’s  own  trade  ticket  (Batty  1/2773)  and  from  tickets  made  there  by  a  printer 
&  check-maker  named  Henry  Harper  who  signed  as  “  late  S.  Hiron,  Dudley  &  Birmingham.” 
The  Birmingham  business  was  taken  over  by  Pope  &  Co.  (q.v.)  when  they  moved  into  the 
premises  in  1852  (the  Dudley  takeover  seems  to  have  occurred  at  about  the  same  date). 

Despite  his  short  period  in  business,  Hiron  made  many  checks  and  tickets,  for  concert 
halls  and  provincial  and  London  tradesmen;  mostly  ^d-sized  in  brass.  Also  a  whist  marker 
and  a  parliamentary  election  ticket;  these  and  some  of  his  own  trade  tickets  are  described 
below.  Like  Pope  and  Cottrill  and  Daniell,  who  each  in  turn  occupied  after  him  the  premises 
at  No.  52  St.  Paul’s  Square  and  may  have  caught  the  idea  from  him,  Hiron  often  used  a  whole 
side  of  a  commissioned  check  or  ticket  to  advertise  his  own  wares  which,  like  theirs,  included 
embossing,  etc.  presses.

Note _ This  entry  came  about  through  successful  solving  of  the  initials  G.Y.I.  on 

an  imitation  Spade  Guinea.  The  co-operative  check  showing  the  name  in  full  was  a  chance 
encounter  later  which  thereby  was  immediately  attributable  as  to  maker’s  trade  &  town. 

George  Yorke  Iliffe  set  up  in  business  in  1874/76  as  a  stamper  &  piercer,  &  some  while 
later  graduated  to  being  a  brass-founder;  the  name  persisted  until  the  1920’s  or  1930’s. 
Around  1 880  a  Frederick  Gardner,  stamper  &  piercer  (of  whom  no  separate  trace  previously 
or  subsequently  has  been  found)  had  a  brief  partnership  with  him  as  “  Iliffe  &  Gardner.

The  above  two  can  be  dated,  by  Gardner’s  presence,  as  having  been  issued  within 
1877-1883.  Another  imitation  spade  ^-guinea  has: — 

“  G  .  Y  .  i  .  lt  .  G  .  fd  .  su  .  i  .  ST  .  M  .  s  .  et  .  c  .”  (and  same  date  “  1791  ”). 

It  still  shows  Suffolk  St.  and  must  therefore  have  been  issued  within  1874-1887, 
but  besides  the  lack  of  “  t  ”  it  shows  fresh  entities  “  lt  ”  and  “  i  ”  (both  of  which 
are  known  on  pieces  of  other  makes);  also  the  “  f  ”  has  gone.  For  various  reasons, 
“  lt  ”  could  not  (here)  mean  “  Limited  ”;  but  “  lt  .  G  ”  could  conceivably  mean 
“  late  Gardner  ”  in  the  sense  that  he  had  left  the  firm — if  so,  the  issue  date  would 
be  narrowed  to  1881-87.

Boundary  dates  for  its  period  of  issue  are  clearly  too  wide  on  evidence  of  maker 
alone  for  a  conjecture  to  be  made. 


INGRAM,  Thomas  Wells  Grant ;  BDM  II 1/26,  VI 1/472 

A  diesinker,  medallist,  and  maker  of  medalets,  trade  tickets,  whist  markers.  His  normal 
signature  on  medals  and  tickets  was  “  T.  W.  Ingram  Birm.”  ;  on  whist  markers,  they  being 
small,  “  T.W.I.”  The  BDM  says  that  he  was  employed  at  the  Soho  Mint,  Birmingham. 
Grant  lists  medals  of  his  from  1806  to  1838  (intermittent  dates);  his  initials  T.W.I.  appear 
on  the  military  bust  type  Washington  cent  token  dated  1783  (which  perhaps  was  produced 
later  than  the  date  on  it  ?). 

Later  addresses  in  his  own  name  were: — 

(1836  .  .  .  )  1845-1854/5  2,  Lombard  Street 

1854/5-1864  85,  Bradford  Street 

Then  Edward  Curtis  Kemp  came  on  to  the  scene  (1868-69-  .  .  .  )  and  occupied  both  the 
above  addresses,  trading  as  Ingram  &  Kemp,  chandelier  manufacturers.  Neither  this  business 
nor  its  titular  Ingram — presumably  of  a  younger  generation — seems  to  have  engaged  in  die¬ 
sinking;  and  there  is  no  link  known  with  the  Kemp  of  Smith  St  Kemp. 

T.  W.  Ingram’s  signed  trade  tickets  listed  in  Batty  are  of  4d  size  and  rather  strangely  all 
relate  to  tea  merchants:  Batty  1/698,  706B,  1841,  2406.  Of  these,  the  first  and  last  two  all 
show  a  Chinese  boat  on  the  signed  face,  and  the  last  two  may  be  die-linked  on  this  face. 
Batty  also  describes  (11/578)  a  Jd-sized  tea  dealer’s  ticket  of  Abergavenny;  his  entry  shows 
no  other  name  than  T.  W.  Ingram  and  reads  as  though  he  were  the  grocer.  Altogether, 
these  five  tickets  misleadingly  suggest  that  Ingram  the  diesinker  was  also  engaged  in  the  tea 
and  coffee  trade,  whereas  presumably  he  was  merely  providing  such  merchants  with  ready¬ 
made  advertising  material.

The  signature  T.W.I.  appears  under  the  table;  on  No.  2467  it  is  belowr  the  ground  on  which 
Paul  Pry  stands.  These  whist  markers  were  made  probably  in  the  1830’s 
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KENNEDY  Grant — ;  BDM— 

A  stage  and  masonic  jeweller  and  sword  cutler,  who  issued  his  own  trade  ticket  in  brass 
in  both  £d  and  Jd  size.  The  former  is  listed  as  Batty  I/2400A,  and  the  reverses  of  both  are 
illustrated  in  Davis  “  Token  Coinage  of  Warwickshire  ”  Plate  S  Nos.  7  &  8,  No.  930  in  text; 
as  follows: — 

Obv.  Laureate  bust  of  Geo.  IV  to  left.  Leg. :  “  Kennedy  Manufacturer.” 

Rev.  Shield  of  arms  crowned.  Leg. :  “  Stage  Jeweller  &  Sword  Cutler  No.  3  Loveday

They  must  have  been  struck  during  the  actual  reign  of  Geo.  IV  (1820-30)  as  the  street 
number  is  definitely  “  3  ”  and  that  number  was  not  an  address  of  the  firm  any  later  than  1834. 
The  initials  of  the  issuing  Kennedy  have  not  been  traced.  The  firm  was  at  No.  53  in  the 
same  street  by  1835  until  about  1866  under  Richard  Kennedy  followed  by  John  Kennedy 
(from  ca.  1860);  by  1868  it  had  become  J.  L.  Kennedy  &  Co.  at  No.  46  in  still  the  same  street, 
and  this  firm  moved  to  another  street  in  1869  and  to  a  further  one  in  the  early  ’70s. 

KETTLE,  H.  Grant ;  BDM  II 1/145,  VI 1/500 

A  maker  of  counters  (e.g.  imitation  Spade  guineas)  and  medalets  dated  intermittently 
from  1792  to  1830. 

The  town  in  which  he  operated  has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  and  this  brief  entry  is  inserted 
in  case  it  was  Birmingham— -if  so,  the  entry  will  be  expanded. 

LEWIS,  James  William  Grant — ;  BDM — 

In  1835  he  was  listed  as  a  diesinker,  later  as  being  also  an  embosser.  In  1860  he  advertised 
as  being  a  seal  engraver,  press  tool  maker,  and  manufactuer  of  medals,  tokens,  “  cheques,” 
metallic  labels,  etc.  His  traced  addresses  were: —

By  1876,  the  business  at  No.  37  passed  to  William  Osborn  Lewis,  goldsmith  and  jeweller 
and  (by  1884)  medallist,  still  there  in  1900. 

No  discs  of  J.  W.  Lewis’  make  have  been  traced;  perhaps  they  lie  amongst  the  mass  of 
discs  that  bear  no  signature.  W.  O.  Lewis  is  listed  (in  Grant)  for  medals  from  1881. 

LUDGATE,  William  Grant — ;  Batty — ;  BDM  VI 1 1/367 

This  is  one  of  the  curious  coincidences  that  one  sometimes  encounters  where  a  commercial 
surname  is  identical  with  that  of  the  street  in  which  it  operates  (the  BDM  entry  on  its  own 
might  invite  scepticism). 

W.  Ludgate  did  exist;  as  a  letter  cutter  and,  after  change  of  address,  as  also  a  diesinker 
and  engraver;  as  follows: —

His  only  product  noticed  is  the  one  cited  in  the  BDM ,  viz.  a  2|d  brass  ticket  showing  his 
signature  and  second  address  (the  no.  as  “  5  ”),  and  the  issuer’s  particulars:  “  J.  Wood,  The 
King’s  Arms,  Newent  ”  (Glos.).

A  SIMPLE  METHOD  FOR  THE  PRODUCTION  OF 
THREE  DIMENSIONAL  REPLICAS  OF  COINS  AND  MEDALS. 

By  Joseph  E.  Stone. 

The  methods  currently  in  use  for  the  duplication  of  coins  and  medals  present  many  grave 
disadvantages.  The  electrotype  process  is  not  available  to  the  ordinary  collector.  Photo¬ 
graphy  requires  specialized  knowledge,  equipment,  and  experience  which  the  general  collector 
usually  lacks.  The  time  consuming  sealing  wax-plaster  cast  method  is  potentially  dangerous 
to  the  finish  of  numismatic  items,  and  the  casts  produced  in  this  manner  are  extremely  fragile. 

I  wish  to  present  here  a  method  which  lacks  the  disadvantages  outlined  above,  and  which 
in  addition  produces  models  whose  permanence  rivals  that  of  the  original  coin  or  medal. 

The  models  are  constructed  from  the  plastic  polyethylene.  This  plastic  has  come  into 
a  large  variety  of  uses;  it  is  to  be  found  in  kitchenware,  waste  paper  baskets,  and  numbers  of 
other  small  objects.  It  is  found  in  its  natural  translucent  white  colour  or  in  a  variety  of  other 
shades.  The  material  is  resistant  to  almost  all  chemical  agents  although  it  will  melt  at  rela¬ 
tively  low  temperatures. 

The  method  used  in  making  the  replicates  is  as  follows :  Flat,  smooth  pieces  of  polyethylene 
are  obtained  by  cutting  up  small  food  containers,  dish  pans,  or  waste  paper  baskets.  The 
polyethylene  should  be  heated  over  a  gas  flame  for  about  20-30  seconds — experience  will 
soon  teach  you  the  correct  amount  of  heat  to  apply.  The  polyethylene  should  be  held  with 
forceps,  and  should  only  be  softened  not  completely  melted.  The  softened  plastic  should 
then  be  placed  on  a  flat  surface  and  the  coin  or  medal  firmly  pressed  into  it — a  large  cork  or 
rubber  stopper  may  be  used  to  advantage  here.  After  a  few  seconds  the  coin  may  be  removed. 
No  damage  will  be  produced  in  the  coin  or  its  finish,  and  the  polyethylene  will  not  adhere 
to  the  object. 

The  reverse  image  or  die  produced  in  this  manner  is  accurate  in  all  small  details,  however 
its  fineness  will  vary  as  to  the  condition  of  the  coin.  In  the  case  of  flat  coins  the  die  so  pro¬ 
duced  may  be  inked  on  a  stamp  pad  and  used  as  a  seal.  For  best  results  the  paper  to  be 
imprinted  should  be  placed  over  the  die  and  pressure  applied.  However,  the  die  has  a  second 
use  in  that  three  dimensional  replicas  may  be  produced  from  it.  This  is  done  by  heating 
a  second  piece  of  polyethylene  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  employed  in  making  the  die,  and 
then  firmly  pressing  the  die  into  the  softened  plastic  in  a  manner  analogous  to  that  in  which 
the  original  coin  was  used.  After  making  the  impression  the  die  should  be  promptly  peeled 
from  the  struck  image.  The  duplicates  so  formed  may  be  trimmed  with  scissors,  and  are 
surprisingly  faithful  duplications  of  the  originals.  With  care  the  dies  may  be  used  a  number 
of  times. 

If  you  wish  the  replica  may  be  painted  with  silver,  gold  or  bronze  plastic  paints,  or 
polychromed.  The  product  is  most  garish;  however,  this  can  be  remedied  by  toning  with 
Indian  Ink.  The  finished  product  can  serve  as  a  record  of  a  coin,  and  in  addition  may  be  used 
in  decorative  work. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  that  polyethylene  is  harmless  when  heated,  however,  some 
plastics  are  capable  of  releasing  very  poisonous  vapours  when  exposed  to  any  large  amount 
of  heat,  notably  Teflon  which  should  never  be  heated.

This  is  far  more  than  a  mere  catalogue  of  the  coins  of  this  series  in  the  British  Museum, 
it  is  a  corpus  of  English  minor  coins,  including  patterns  and  proofs.  During  the  last  fifteen 
years  we  have  received  scores  of  new  numismatic  books,  but  I  have  written  few  reviews  of  these 
myself,  partly  because  I  am  rather  a  “  jack-of-all-trades  ”  and  have  a  staff  of  experts  more 
capable  of  reviewing  books  on  subjects  in  their  particular  fields,  and  partly  because  I  am  a 
bad  reviewer.  However,  in  the  present  case  I  am  so  very  enthusiastic  about  the  book  that 
I  felt  I  must  put  pen  to  paper  in  praise  of  this  outstanding  English  numismatic  work,  before 
passing  it  on  for  further  comment. 

Mr.  Peck  has  been  working  on  this  volume  for  eleven  or  twelve  years  and  it  was  only 
alter  he  had  almost  completed  his  manuscript  that  it  was  decided  to  turn  it  into  a  British 
Museum  Catalogue,  thus,  as  it  were,  killing  two  birds  with  one  stone.  As  Mr.  Peck  says 
in  his  introduction  its  scope  has  been  extended  far  beyond  a  mere  catalogue  of  the  British 
Museum  coins.  The  entire  series  has  been  studied  afresh  and  new  conclusions  incorporated, 
together  with  historical  and  numismatic  introductions  to  each  reign  and  records  of  as  many 
pieces  as  possible  not  in  the  national  collection,  thus  providing  a  far  more  comprehensive 
account  of  these  coins  than  has  hitherto  been  available.  The  previous  standard  work  on  the 
subject  was  Montagu’s  book  which  was  published  nearly  seventy  years  ago;  this  was  nothing 
like  so  comprehensive  and  among  other  things  included  many  pieces  described  as  patterns 
which  were,  in  fact,  medallets  or  jettons,  and  these  Air.  Peck  has  very  correctly  omitted. 
On  the  other  hand  there  are  many  other  problematical  pieces,  some  of  great  rarity,  which 
quite  rightly  have  been  included. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  31%  of  the  2556  coins  listed  are  not  represented  in  the  national 
collection,  but  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  these  missing  pieces  are  all  rarities.  Most  of  the 
coins  of  this  series  in  the  British  Museum  have  been  donated  sporadically,  and  no  one  working 
there  during  the  last  hundred  years  or  so  has  been  sufficiently  interested  in  minor  coins  to  make 
the  purchases  necessary  to  complete  the  series;  though  to  be  fair  it  should  be  said  that  the 
funds  available  have  hardly  been  adequate  for  the  purpose. 

Wisely,  I  think,  Mr.  Peck  has  not  kept  to  the  same  arrangement  throughout,  several  series 
having  been  arranged  according  to  their  particular  needs.  In  the  case  of  patterns,  they  have 
usually  been  placed  before  the  current  coins  —  their  logical  position  —  but  occasionally 
they  appear  after  the  currency  (as  in  the  case  of  Victoria’s  coinage)  in  order  to  avoid  repetition 
of  detail.  Die  varieties  presented  the  author  with  a  problem  for  he  had  to  avoid  the  book 
being  extended  beyond  reasonable  limits  —  “  The  principle  adopted  for  the  current  coins 
has  been  to  restrict  their  differentiation  to  variation  in  design:  all  fortuitous  differences  in  the 
position  of  the  legend  or  date  relative  to  the  design  have  been  disregarded  ”  except  for  the 
twentieth  century  bronze.  I,  personally,  accept  this  decision  as  some  of  the  varieties  given 
by  Batty,  Garside  or  ‘  Bramah  ’  are  either  ridiculous,  non-existent  or  difficult  to  determine. 
However,  I  am  sure  some  collectors  will  regret  that  some,  at  least,  have  been  omitted.  On 
the  other  hand  Mr.  Peck  has  really  “  gone  to  town  ”  with  the  proofs  and  patterns  and  has 
given  every  known  die,  die  alteration  and  combination  of  dies. 

Mr.  Peck  is  to  be  congratulated  on  giving  degrees  of  rarity  for  each  piece  and  has  made  a 
scale  very  similar  to  the  one  I  made  use  of  in  English  Silver  Coins  from  1649.  As  everyone 
who  has  attempted  comparison  of  rarity  knows,  there  are  many  pitfalls:  one’s  own  ideas 
change  with  wider  experience  and  are  influenced  by  any  increase  in  the  number  of  specimens 
seen.  However,  Mr.  Peck  has  considered  these  points  rather  more  thoroughly  than  is  usually 
the  case  and  his  rarity  scales  can  be  accepted  with  very  few  exceptions. 

The  plates  are  excellent  and  the  trouble  Mr.  Peck  has  taken  over  them  must  be  applauded. 
Though  at  first  glance  the  method  he  employs  for  showing  die-links  may  look  complicated, 
it  is,  in  fact,  most  straightforward.  Probably  the  most  unusual  feature  (and  the  most  helpful) 
in  the  book  is  the  enlargements  of  parts  of  the  designs.  These  are  given  on  separate  plates  to 
show  clearly  the  different  varieties  which  are  sometimes  difficult  to  determine  from  the  plate 
of  the  coins  themselves. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  heartily  to  congratulate  Mr.  Peck  on  the  results  of  his  years  of  hard 
work  and  would  say  that  I  doubt  if  anyone  could  have  produced  a  better  book  on  the  subject. 
He  has  followed  and  improved  upon  the  example  of  Brooke  ( Norman  Kings)  and  Derek  Allen 
(Cross-and-Crosslets  Coinage)  and  has  set  a  high  standard  for  others  who,  I  hope,  will  in  time 
produce  a  complete  set  of  similar  works  on  the  rest  of  the  English  series  which  is  so  badly 
needed.  I  hope  that  everyone  when  giving  reference  to  this  work  will  use  “  P  ”  for  Peck 
rather  than  B.M.C.  This  book  is  “  a  must  ”  for  all  serious  collectors  of  English  coinage.

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Our  English  copper  coinage  is  so  much  a  part  of  everyday  life  that  nobody  unfamiliar 
with  its  history  could  realise  the  extraordinary  difficulty  with  which  it  came  into  existence. 
From  about  1300  a  scarcity  of  small  change  began  to  make  itself  felt,  reaching  a  chronic 
condition  during  the  Stuart  Monarchy,  yet  in  spite  of  the  severe  hardships  suffered  by  the 
populace,  endless  petitions  to  Crown  and  government  were  necessary  before  any  regular 
copper  coinage  was  issued.  In  fact  it  would  seem  that  spending  money  was  the  prerogative 
of  the  ruling  classes:  if  a  labourer  could  not  change  his  silver  into  smaller  denominations  to 
buy  the  necessities  of  life  for  his  family,  that  was  one  of  the  misfortunes  of  lowly  birth.  Even 
when  copper  coins  finally  appeared  they  were  considered  a  substitute  for  real  money,  merely 
legalized  tokens  which  were  never  included  in  the  mint  indentures  and  were  reckoned  by 
the  ton.  There  was  even  considerable  doubt  as  to  the  suitability  of  showing  the  royal  portrait 
upon  coins  of  such  base  metal,  and  the  edges  of  the  tin  coinage  were  inscribed  Famulus 
Nummorum  (the  servant  of  the  coinage),  to  signify  their  lowly  status. 

To  the  history  of  this  humble  servant,  from  its  tentative  beginnings  in  the  sixteenth  century 
up  to  the  present  day,  Mr.  C.  Wilson  Peck  has  devoted  eleven  years  research  to  produce  anew 
copper  catalogue,  based  on  coins  in  the  British  Museum  and  private  collections.  The  result 
is  not  just  a  list  of  coins  but  a  brilliant  Apologia  of  our  English  copper  coinage.  To  some  this 
may  seem  a  stern  book,  but  to  the  genuine  collector  it  will  be  as  exciting  as  the  discovery  of  the 
Rossetta  stone  in  the  nineteenth  century.  Everything  which  is  not  a  true  coin  is  rejected;  out 
go  all  jettons  and  medalets,  and  the  superb  drawings  of  the  privy  marks  on  the  royal  and  rose 
farthings  should  put  an  end  to  all  amateur  wish-fulfilment  trying  to  conjure  up  “  new  types  ” 
from  non-existent  marks.  In  the  same  way  many  Bramah  die  varieties  of  the  Victoria 
copper  farthing  pass  into  welcome  oblivion. 

We  are  left  with  the  genuine  copper  coinage.  Every  piece  listed  has  been  personally 
examined  by  the  author  and  each  specimen  described  with  such  accuracy  that  we  were  able, 
from  the  page  proofs  alone,  to  check  all  our  copper  stock,  including  the  complicated  evolution 
of  many  re-strikes,  before  we  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  magnificent  plates  at  the  back 
of  the  volume.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  great  and  scholarly  work  will  help  to  diminish  the 
snobbish  attitude  of  some  collectors  towards  English  Copper  Coins  merely  because  they  contain 
no  precious  metal,  a  state  of  mind  somewhat  on  a  par  with  the  mythical  hierachy  of  Plato’s 
Republic  where  the  bodies  of  kings  and  generals  were  constructed  of  gold  and  silver  and  those 
of  lesser  mortals  of  base  materials.  Certainly  the  historical  and  scientific  background  against 
which  the  catalogue  is  set  should  make  the  general  public  more  aware  of  a  neglected  storehouse 
of  one  of  our  national  heritages.  The  fascinating  chapters  linking  each  reign,  bring  to  life 
this  money  of  the  people,  coined  by  the  people,  with  all  the  artistry  and  craftsmanship 
of  a  byegone  age. 

In  a  work  of  such  vast  scope  there  are  bound  to  be  some  omissions,  some  questioning  of 
rarities,  but  this  is  not  the  moment  for  hyper-criticism.  What  must  be  stressed  is  the  author’s 
scholarly  detachment  and  absolute  lucidity,  his  freedom  from  obstruse,  ponderous  jargon, 
which  make  it  not  just  a  book  for  experts,  but  equally  for  the  ordinary  collector,  in  fact  for  the 
common  man  for  whose  benefit  Famulus  Nummorum  was  first  minted.

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

Q.  1.  Can  you  give  any  information  regarding  coins  of  galba  being  known  for  both  the 
first  and  second  year  of  his  reign. 

I  realise  that  he  only  reigned  for  seven  months  —  June  68  to  Jan  69.  In  trying  to  prove 
a  biblical  difficulty  one  scholar  has  stated  that  the  Emperor  Galba  was  regarded  as 
having  reigned  for  two  years  and  that  this  fact  can  be  proved  from  his  coins.  From 
my  own  examples,  and  various  books,  I  can  find  no  justification  for  this. 

Perhaps  this  question  can  be  answered  in  your  Bulletin. 

A.  1.  Galba  joined  the  revolt  of  Vindex  in  Gaul  on  April  3,  68  a.d.  Nero  committed  suicide 
on  June  9,  and  the  Senate  at  once  elected  Galba  emperor.  The  news  of  Nero’s  death 
were  brought  to  Spain  by  the  freedman  Icelus  in  seven  days,  but  in  a  sense  his  proper 
reign  did  not  start  until  his  conference  with  the  envoys  of  the  Senate  at  Narbo  —  probably 
in  early  July.  Galba  was  murdered  in  the  streets  of  Rome  on  January  15th,  69  a.d. 
Galba’s  Imperial  coinage  is  not  dated,  but  his  coins  minted  in  Alexandria  show  the 
regnal  years  A  and  B  (1  and  2).  The  Alexandrian  year  began  on  the  29th  or  30th  of 
August  of  the  ordinary  Julian  year,  and  the  dating  on  the  Alexandrian  coins  conformed 
to  the  following  rules: 

1.  The  first  year  of  the  Emperor  is  the  part,  however  small,  of  the  Alexandrian  year,  in 
which  the  Emperor  began  to  reign  over  Alexandria. 

2.  The  years  following  were  complete  Alexandrian  years,  unless  the  death  of  the 
Emperor  intervened,  as  in  the  case  of  Galba.

In  this  way  the  first  year  of  Galba  on  Alexandrian  coins  must  be  fixed  between  9th  of 
June  and  29th  August,  68  a.d.,  and  the  second  —  between  29th  August  68  and  15th 
January,  69  a.d. 

Q.  2.  I  have  a  half-sovereign  of  Edward  VII  dated  1903  which  does  not  have  the  engraver’s 
initials  B.P.  in  the  exergue  to  the  right  of  the  date.  Is  this  unusual. 

A.  2.  The  half-sovereigns  of  the  period  1893-1903  did  not  have  the  initials  B.P.  (though  the 
B.P.  appears  of  the  sovereigns),  but  half  way  through  1903  new  dies  were  used  on  which 
the  two  initials  re-appear. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Roman  Blanching  Technique. — While  re-reading  my  articles  on  Roman  “  silver  ” 
coins  in  the  1958  Bulletins ,  I  had  the  mortification  of  discovering  an  omission  —  mine  of  course 
—  in  the  September  issue  (“  A  Further  Note  on  the  Roman  Blanching  Technique  ”).  For 
some  unknown  reason  I  left  out  several  words  of  the  extract  from  Pliny’s  “  Natural  History,” 
Book  XXXIII,  Chapter  44  (“  Tke  different  kinds  of  silver ,  and  the  modes  of  testing  it  ”). 

The  first  part  of  the  extract  should  read  as  follows  (I  have  italicised  the  missing  words): — 
“  There  are  two  kinds  of  silver.  On  placing  a  piece  of  it  upon  an  iron  fire-shovel 
at  a  white  heat,  if  the  metal  remains  perfectly  white,  it  is  of  the  best  quality:  if  again 
it  turns  of  a  reddish  colour,  it  is  inferior ;  but  if  it  becomes  black,  it  is  worthless.” 

Fortunately  the  missing  words  do  not  radically  affect  the  main  trend  of  the  argument. 
The  metal  turning  “  a  reddish  colour  ”  on  heating  seems  to  indicate  cuprous  oxide,  and  there¬ 
fore  the  presence  of  copper  in  the  alloy  —  but  a  much  lower  percentage  than  in  that  which 
turns  black  on  heating. 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  lead,  as  an  impurity  in  the  silver,  could  produce  similar 
colour  changes  to  copper  on  heating,  this  hardly  seems  to  fit  Pliny’s  description. — Anthony 
Wootton. 

Roman  Hoard  from  Gloucester.  A  Roman  urn  filled  with  thousands  of  coins,  found 
in  Gloucester  yesterday,  was  described  as  a  “  very  important  find  ”  by  Mr.  A.  Hunter, 
archaeological  assistant  at  Gloucester  city  museum.  It  was  found  by  a  workman  engaged  in 
excavations  at  The  Cross. 

Mr.  Hunter  said  the  urn  was  of  Glevum  (Gloucester)  ware.  It  is  12  in.  in  diameter  and 
16  in.  high.  He  identified  the  top  coins  as  being  of  the  third  century  a.d.,  with  the  heads  of  the 
emperors  Aurelian  and  Probus.  Urn  and  coins  were  handed  to  the  city  coroner. — Daily 
Telegraph,  20 th  Feb.,  1960. 

Medallic  References  in  Pennant.  Although  Johnson’s  and  Boswell’s  accounts  of 
their  journey  (1773)  to  the  western  islands  of  Scotland  have  displaced  in  popular  appeal 
Thomas  Pennant’s  “  A  Tour  in  Scotland  and  Voyage  to  the  Hebrides  1772,”  the  latter  is  still 
an  important  source  book  of  information  and  its  illustrations  have  been  used  in  books  as 
various  as  the  Oxford  edition  of  “  Johnson  and  Boswell:  A  Tour  to  the  Hebrides  ”  and  George 
Scott-Moncrieff’s  “  The  Scottish  Islands  ”  (Batsford  1952). 

It  may,  therefore,  be  of  interest  to  recall  that  when  Pennant  on  his  tour  reached  Tobie- 
moire  Bay  [Tobermory,  Mull]  he  was  reminded  of  the  sinking  there  in  1588  of  the  Spanish 
galleon  Florida  and  remarks,  “  A  piece  of  the  wreck  was  given  me  by  an  old  inhabitant  of  the 
place;  to  be  preserved  in  memory  of  the  signal  providence,  so  beautifully  acknowledged  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  in  the  motto  of  the  medal  struck  on  the  occasion:  Afflavit  Deus,  et  dissipantur 

The  medal  to  which  Pennant  refers  is  clearly  M.I.  1588/112,  which  was,  however,  struck 
in  Holland  and  not  under  the  inspiration  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  It  bears  the  legend,  Flavit  et 
Dissipati  Sunt.  The  source  of  Pennant’s  double  error  is  clearly  “  The  Spectator  ”  for  5th 
February  1712  (No.  293).  Addison  there  writes  “  It  is  a  great  Presumption  to  ascribe  our 
Successes  to  our  own  Management,  and  not  to  esteem  our  selves  upon  any  Blessing,  rather  as 
it  is  the  Bounty  of  Heaven,  than  the  Acquisition  of  our  own  Prudence.  I  am  very  well  pleased 
with  a  Medal  which  was  struck  by  Queen  Elizabeth  a  little  after  the  Defeat  of  the  Invincible 
Armada,  to  perpetuate  the  Memory  of  that  Extraordinary  Event.  It  is  well  known  how  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  others  who  were  the  Enemies  of  that  great  Princess,  to  derogate  from  her 
Glory,  ascrib’d  the  Ruin  of  their  Fleet  rather  to  the  Violence  of  Storms  and  Tempests,  than  to 
the  Bravery  of  the  English.  Queen  Elizabeth,  instead  of  looking  upon  this  as  a  Diminution 
of  her  Honour,  valued  her  self  upon  such  a  signal  Favour  of  Providence ;  and  accordingly  in  the 
Reverse  of  the  Medal  above  mentioned,  has  represented  a  Fleet  beaten  by  a  Tempest,  and 
falling  foul  upon  one  another,  with  that  Religious  Inscription,  Afflavit  Deus  et  dissipantur. 
He  blew  with  his  Wind,  and  they  were  scattered.” 

Pennant  then  continues,  “  In  this  bay  also  the  unfortunate  Earl  of  Argyle  may  be  said  to 
have  wrecked  both  life  and  fortune,  in  the  year  1686:  for  in  this  place  he  made  the  first  landing 
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with  a  few  friends,  in  his  fatal  invasion  in  concert  with  the  unhappy  Duke  of  Monmouth, 
i  he  most  inhuman  medal  I  ever  saw  (next  to  that  in  memory  of  the  massacre  of  Paris  by  Charles 
IX)  is  one  in  my  possession,  struck  by  James  II  on  the  occasion  of  the  sad  catastrophe  of  these 
two  noblemen.  Their  heads  are  placed  on  two  altars  at  whose  base  are  their  bleeding  corpses : 
the  motto,  Ambitio  rnalesuada  ruit .” 

This  passage  refers  to  the  medal  M.I.  1685/27,  and  if  Pennant  had  looked  more  closely  at 
his  specimen  he  would  have  been  very  aware  that  Argyle  could  not  have  been  in  Tobermory 
Bay  in  1686  as  he  had  been  beheaded  in  Edinburgh  on  the  30th  July,  1685.  The  other  medal 
mentioned  was  that  struck  in  1572  to  commemorate  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew.  On 
the  obverse  is  the  bust  of  Charles  IX  and  on  the  reverse  the  King  enthroned,  holding  the  sword 
of  Justice  and  with  his  feet  on  Huguenot  corpses. — F.  Bell .

In  1895  a  new  Medal  was  issued  to  reward  those  who  had  taken  part  in  the  Defence  and 
Relief  of  Chitral.  This  medal  had  a  new  reverse  and  the  “  old  Queen’s  ”  head  on  the  obverse. 
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All  the  previous  Indian  Medals,  with  the  exception  of  that  for  the  Afghan  War  1878-80, 
had  had  Wyon’s  “  young  Queen’s  ”  head  for  the  obverse. 

The  bar  “  defence  of  chitral  ”  was  awarded  to  Indian  Native  troops  only  and  despite 
the  fact  that  the  bar  is  considered  rare,  there  have  been  nearly  two  dozen  offered  for  sale 
during  the  last  fourteen  years,  many  more  than  for  malakand,  the  next  rarest  bar.  But  all 
the  defence  of  chitral  bars  offered  were  for  Indian  troops,  some  silver — some  bronze,  and 
some  had  the  Maharajah  of  Kashmir’s  Medal  in  pair. 

The  bar  for  the  relief  of  chitral  was  awarded  to  both  British  and  Indian  troops,  seven 
British  regiments  being  employed.  The  bar  is  common  single  or  with  two  others,  but  scarcer 
with  Punjab  frontier  1897-98  as  a  two  bar  medal.  Numerous  regiments  provided  “  details 
Maxim  Guns  having  become  more  usual,  the  detachments  from  the  Devons  (15)  and  the 
East  Surreys  (9)  were  added.  Signallers,  Transport,  Veterinary  and  Hospital  Services  called 
for  “  details  ”  from,  18th  Hus.  (16),  R.  Scots  Fusrs.  (13),  11th  Hus.  (12),  East  Surreys  (12), 
H.L.I.  (12),  R.  Irish  Fusrs.  (9),  Devons  (8)  R.  West  Kents  (8),  4th  D.G.  (7),  Somersets  (7), 
Norfolks  (5),  Hampshires  (5),  16th  Lancers  (4),  Border  Regt.  (4),  A.  &  S.  Hgrs.  (4),  D.C.L.I. 
(3),  Oxfords  (3),  R.  West  Kent  (2),  R.W.F.  (2),  Lancs.  Fusrs.  (2),  Manchesters  (2),  Munsters 
(2)  and  the  following  one  each  5th  R.I.  Lancers,  7th  Hus.,  Suffolks,  Queen’s,  R.  Fusiliers, 
The  Welch  Regt.,  K.O.Y.L.I.  and  Dublins. 

War  was  never  long  absent  from  the  Frontier  and  in  1897  a  large  expedition  was  mounted 
against  the  Tribes  in  the  Malakand  and  Tirah.  Bars  were  issued  for  malakand  1897,  samana 
1897,  Punjab  frontier  1897-98  and  tirah  1897-98.  While  the  bar  for  Punjab  frontier 
1897-98  was  issued  as  a  single  bar,  and  is  to-day  worn  by  Sir  Winston  Churchill,  one  of  the 
few  remaining  survivors,  the  bars  for  samana  and  tirah  are  never  found  alone,  but  always 
in  company  with  the  bar  Punjab  frontier  1897-98.  One  may  find  records  of  the  issue  of 
the  single  bar  tirah,  but  shortly  afterwards  the  record  of  the  issue  of  the  bar  Punjab  frontier 
1897-98  to  the  same  man  will  turn  up. 

The  bar  malakand  1897  is  decidedly  rare  to  British  troops,  and  during  the  fourteen  years 
under  review  has  only  been  in  the  Sales  once,  a  four  bar  medal  to  the  Somersets.  So  far  as 
the  Indian  Native  troops  are  concerned  the  malakand  bar  has  appeared  seven  times  on  three 
bar  medals,  once  on  a  four  bar  medal,  once  on  a  two  bar,  once  on  a  single  bar  medal — a  total 
of  ten,  whereas  the  defence  of  chitral  bar,  which  is  considered  so  very  rare,  came  along 
twenty-two  times  either  in  silver  or  bronze. 

The  three  bars — samana,  tirah  and  Punjab  frontier,  should  be  taken  together,  as  the 
first  two  are  never  without  the  third  and  only  a  few  regiments  are  entitled  to  the  third  without 
either  of  the  first  two.  Medals  with  the  three  bars  are  fairly  common  to  the  Royal  Artillery 
and  Northamptons,  and  have  been  in  the  Sales  also  for  Royal  Irish  Regiment,  Inniskillings, 
Royal  Scots  and  Gordons. 

Despite  the  fact  that  twenty-one  British  Infantry  regiments  were  employed,  as  regiments, 
it  was  necessary  to  have  “  details  ”  from  the  following — Bedfords  (46),  16th  Lancers  (37), 
Hampshires  (21),  R.  Irish  Rifles  and  Connaughts  (12  each),  5th  R.I.  Lancers  (11),  Cheshires 
and  Wiltshires  (10  each),  5th  D.G.,  20th  Hus.,  Middlesex,  D.L.I.  (9  each),  Norfolks  (8), 
Scottish  Rifles  (7),  19th  Hus.  and  Manchesters  (6  each),  R.  Fusiliers,  S.  Staffs  and  K.S.L.I. 
(5  each),  Y.  &  L.  (3),  and  two  each  to  the  following — East  Yorks,  Welch,  Black  Watch  and  Lancs. 
Fusrs. — the  Border  Regt.  and  Munsters  bringing  up  the  rear  with  one  each. 

Records  give  some  interesting  combinations  of  bars  for  the  India  1895  Medal,  such  as: — 

4  Bar  Medal.  R.  of  C.,  S.,  T.  and  P.F.  to  Somersets,  Bedfords,  Hampshires  and  Royal 
Artillery.  As  far  as  the  medals  with  bar  malakand — these  can  be  found  to  the  Buffs,  West 
Kents,  and  R.A.  with  the  bar  Punjab  frontier,  to  the  K.O.S.B.  with  bars  relief  of  chitral 
and  Punjab  frontier,  and  to  the  4th  D.G.,  R.A.,  West  Kents,  Middlesex  and  R.  Irish  Rifles 
with  the  bars  tirah  and  Punjab  frontier.  Only  the  medal  to  the  Somersets  has  been  in 
the  Sales. 

The  last  bar  to  the  1895  Medal,  waziristan  1901-2,  which  was  issued  with  the  head  of 
King  Edward  VII,  was  to  Indian  Native  troops  only,  with  the  exception  of  the  following — 
Suffolks  (7),  Yorkshires  (1),  Cheshires  (4),  Border  Regt.  (2),  Middlesex  (1)  and  Wiltshires  (2), 
a  total  of  seventeen,  none  of  which  has  graced  the  Sale  Room.  The  bar  is  not  at  all  common, 
only  ten  have  been  offered,  all  to  Indian  troops,  and  mostly  on  two  or  three  bar  medals. 

The  collector  of  pairs  or  groups  of  medals  can  obtain  either  the  Indian  General  Service 
Medal  1854  or  the  India  Medal  1895  in  combination  with  many  of  the  other  Indian  Medals 
or  with  medals  for  Campaigns  outside  the  Indian  Empire.  Some  of  these  groups  will  cover 
four  Campaigns,  such  as  Sutlej,  Punjab,  Mutiny  and  N.W.F.,  many  three  expeditions,  such 
as  Punjab,  Mutiny  and  N.W.F.  to  the  32nd  (D.C.L.I.)  with  defence  of  lucknow  on  the 
Mutiny  Medal  or  I.G.S.  1854  with  jowaki  1877,  Burma  1885-7,  Burma  1887-89  and  Afghan 
war  to  the  51st  (K.O.Y.L.I.).  If  one  wishes  to  go  outside  India,  groups  can  be  secured 
to  the  18th  Foot  (R.  Irish)  with  pegu  on  the  I.G.S.  1854  and  Crimea,  or  to  the  Derbys  with 
sikkim  1888  grouped  with  Egypt  and  Khedive’s  Star.

Groups  for  long  service  are  interesting  and  the  Royal  Navy  is  not  backward  with  these, 
such  as  Egypt  1884,  Burma  1885-7,  three  Great  War  over  30  years’  service. 

Finally  it  should  be  added  that  these  notes  are  not  complete;  if  any  reader  has  details  of 
Indian  General  Service  Medals  not  mentioned,  the  writer  of  these  notes  would  be  glad  to 
hear  of  them. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Numismatic  Society.  At  the  meeting  held 
on  17th  February,  1960,  Dr.  C.  M.  Kraay  described 
two  hitherto  unpublished  sestertii  of  Domitian  of  a.d.  84. 
One  may  be  connected  with  Agricola’s  campaigns  in 
Scotland;  the  other  celebrates  Domitian’s  increase  in 
army  pay.  Both  coins  are  being  fully  published  in 
Museum  Notes ,  IX. 

Mr.  G.  K.  Jenkins  read  a  short  account  of  a  hoard  of 
silver  coins  unearthed  at  Gela  in  Sicily  during  1956. 
The  bulk  of  this  hoard,  consisting  of  coins  of  Akragas, 
Gela,  Syracuse,  Messana,  Athens  and  Akanthos,  is 
preserved  in  the  Museo  Archeologico,  Gela,  and 
appears  to  have  been  buried  c.  485  B.c. 

Dr.  R.  B.  Whitehead  read  a  paper  on  some  enigmatic 
coins  from  S.  India  which  would  appear  to  have  been 
tokens,  or  talismans  in  the  name  of  the  Jinn,  probably 
struck  in  XVIIIth  century.  They  will  appear  in  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle  in  due  course. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  16th  March,  1960,  Mr.  Hugh 
Shortt  exhibited  a  selection  of  coins  of  Soter  Megas 
in  connection  with  Dr.  D.  W.  MacDowall’s  paper  on 
problems  connected  with  the  coins  of  that  enigmatic 
ruler  in  N.W.  India.  Dr.  MacDowall  read  a  paper 
entitled  “  The  Problem  of  the  Coins  of  Soter  Megas.” 
He  argued  that  there  was  no  justification  for  Vincent 
Smith’s  view  that  Soter  Megas  had  a  subordinate  status 
and  was  only  a  vice-roy  of  Vima  Kadphises.  He  showed 
that  the  earlier  coinages  of  Soter  Megas  were  local  in 
character  copying  the  forms  and  denominations  already 
current  in  their  localities,  as  the  coinages  of  the  Yue-ti 
and  Kujula  Kadphises  had  done;  whereas  the  later 
issues  of  Soter  Megas  constituted  a  uniform  and  general 
coinage  throughout  all  the  Kushan  territories — and 
this  innovation  was  further  developed  by  Vima  Kad¬ 
phises  into  the  uniform  Kushan  monetary  system.  He 
therefore  regarded  Soter  Megas  as  a  Kushan  king  in  his 
own  right,  the  successor  of  Kujula  and  predecessor  of 
Vima,  the  Augustus  of  the  Kushan  empire  and  the 
same  person  as  the  “  nameless  ”  king  of  the  Panjtar 
Stone,  the  Kalawan  copper  plate  and  the  Taxila  silver 
scroll.

Wessex  Numismatic  Society.  At  the  March 
meeting  of  the  Society,  held  at  St.  Peter’s  Hall,  Bourne¬ 
mouth,  one  of  the  members,  Mr.  G.  Pease  of  Blandford, 
gave  an  interesting  paper  on  further  examples  of  the 
Horse  on  Coins  and  as  a  Mercantile  symbol.  This 
covered  an  extensive  range  of  representation  on  this  type 
of  coin,  of  which  the  Corinthian  staters  were  the 
earliest  examples  of  the  Free  horse  on  coinage  as  we  know 
it  today. 

The  winged  horse  Pegasus  on  these  early  staters  is 
even  adopted  today  as  a  Mercantile  symbol  by  a  well- 
known  Oil  Company,  and  also  features  prominently 
in  the  banking  world,  it  is  significant  therefore  that  in 
the  early  days  the  Free  horse  on  coins  was  usually 
associated  with  wealth.  The  Ancient  British  gold 
staters  were  struck  with  a  design  representing  the  Free 
horse,  although  somewhat  crude  at  first,  later  showed 
some  improvement  In  more  recent  history  the  horse 
again  appeared  in  the  Hanoverian  shield  of  George  I., 
and  later  in  the  well-known  design  of  Pistrucci’s  St. 
George  and  the  Dragon. 

Mr.  Pease  exhibited  many  types  of  these  coins  in 
support  of  his  talk,  also  Mrs.  Pease  contributed  with 
some  excellent  water  colour  illustrations  showing  the 
progress  of  the  Free  Horse  on  coins.
